An alarm of fire was given about 


six thirty o'clock on Tuesday evening 
The bell signal instead of the siren 
indicated a fire out of town, which 
proved to be the garage on the farm 
of Rov A. Wcaner. north of town on 
the Harrisburg road. The fire was 
the result of a peculiar accident Mr 
Wcaner had gone to th*" garage to 
drain the water from the" raditaor 
of his car and had taken a lantern 
v.ith him. which he set on the floor 
iust inside the 
door. The garage, 


which is a long narrow building, be- 
sides housing the automobile, is used 
to store certain farm machinery, and 
at the extreme end of the building 
opposite the door were several rnetal 
tanks containing gasoline, Mr. Wcan- 
er noticed the spigot on one of these 
was leaking and when he attempted 
to tighten it the threads stripped and 
the spigot came out with a rush of 
gasoline which saturated his cloth- 
ing. Rushing to the door. Mr. Wean- 
er picked up the lantern to get it 
away from the gasoline which was 
Hooding the floor, when the gasoline 
on his sleeve ignited and in a second 
the blaze caught the gas on the floor.

U. S. Senate Charges Fall and Denby 


With Fraud and Corruption. 


The United States Senate by a 


unanimous vote, 89 Senators being 
present, has passed the Welsh resolu- 
tion, as follows: 
"Whereas. It appears from evidence 


taken by the Committee on Public 
Lands 
and Surveys ot the United 


States Senate that certain lease of 
naval reserve No. 3. in the State of 
Wyoming; bearing date of A^ril 7.

through three successive Adminis- 
trations, to maintain in the ground 
a great reserve supply of oil adequate 
to the sneeds of the navy in anv 
eme-ceicv threatening the nationa1 
security: 
Directs Suit by President 


"Resolved, bv the Senate and House 


of 
Representatives of the United 


States of America, in Congress as- 
sembled, that the said leases and con- 
tract are against the pubFc interest 
and that the lands embraced therein 
should be recovered and held for the 
purpose to which they were dedicat- 
ed ; and. 
"Resolved, further, that the Presi- 


dent of the United States be. and he 
hereby is. authorized and directed im- 
mediately to cause suit to be insti- 
tuted and prosecuted for the annul- 
ment and cancellation of the said 
leases and contracts incidental or sjup- 
picrnental thereto, to enjoin the tur- 
ther extraction of oil from the said 
reserves under said leases or rrorn 
the territorv covered by the same to 
secure anv fu-ther appropriate inci- 
dental relief, and to prosecute such 
other actions or proceedings. cKiland 
crinr.r.al. a= "nay be warranted by the 
facts in reltion to the making of :h?

So Mild and Meek 


Great Liberator Could Ban 


Teeth and Fight When 


Necessary 


By PROF. B. J. C!GRAND, in Chicago 


Evening American- 


There is a tendency in recent writ- 


ings to picture Lincoln so mild and 
meek that his red-bloodeclne.^s and Ms 
emphatic methods of rebuke are lost 
and the real value of the giant among 
men is destro>ed. 


Several recent biographies and many 


orations and magazine articles of late 
years have chen the impression that 
Lincoln was not master D£ his cabinet. 
It is said he often laughed and told 
stories when his serious opinion was 
needed. 


If any president endured intrigue at 


the cabinet board. Lincoln <3:d. Xot a 
single other man who ever sat in the 
"presidential chair would have per- 
mitted the bold, personal campaigning 
of his personal associates. 


But Lincoln seemed to let these men 


go on. gradually disclosing not only 
to himself but the public their selfish 
personal ambitions and then at the 
right time and in an inimitable way he 
would grab the official by the coat 
collar and bring him back to the 
straight and narrow path of Lincoln 
ideas. 


Lincoln's manner of dealing with 


men was entirely different from that 
of any other president. 


He even "ran after" General Mc- 


Clellan an«l permitted offensive corre- 
spondence and no end of "slights'* to 
come to light. 
But Lincoln, like an 


Indulgent 
father, could, when the 


proper moment came, call a halt and 
take some of the officials "in the wood- 
shed and dust their trousers." 


Ultimatum to Plotters. 


To show he was not intimidated, I 


give a copy of a letter which he read 
at a cabinet meeting during the time 
•when Stanton. Ch:!?e and Seward were 
secretly condemning one another and 
suggesting removals so tiiar they might 
all the better conduct tfceir campaign 
to prevent Lincoln's re-election and seat 
themselves. 


The letter reads: 


"I must be the judge how long to 


retain in, and when to remove any 
of you from his position. Ir would 
greatly pain me to discover any of 
you endeavoring to procure an- 
other's removal, or. in j'ny way. to 
prejudice him before the public. 
Such endeavor would be a wrong 
to me; and much worse a wrong to 
the country- Uy wish is that on 
this subject no remark be made, 
nor question nsked by any of you, 
here «r elsewhere, now or here- 
after." 
One day early in Lincoln's adminis- 


tration. Mrs. Lincoln said to him: 


"It i§ coruiii^n rumor about the cap- 


ital that Se--.:,rd and not you will be 
the presidpnt—that he ^\ill rule you."' 


He replied: 
"I may not rule myself, but • •ertain- 


ly Seward snail not. The r-nly ruler 
I haveJs my conscience, following God 
in it, a'nd.these men will have to learn 
that yet-"" 


At another time Lincoln was visited 


by a congressional committee headed 
by Thad Steven*. \vho burst in on Lin- 
coin with r:ie accusation: 


"The v, ay you aiv running this cnun-

Seward, who had for jears tolled to 


subordinate Lincoln, finally wrote to 
his wife: 
"Executive still and vigor 


are rare qualities. The President to 
the best of us." 


On July 30, 1863. Lincoln Issued a 


public letter, designed especially for 
the soldiers and sympathizers of the 
Confederacy: 


'•It is the duty of every govern- 


ment to give protection to its citi- 
zens and especially those who are 
organized as soldiers in the public 
service- It is, therefore, ordered 
that for every soldier of the United 
States killed in violation of the 
laws of war. a rebel soldier shall 
be executed; and for every one en- 
slaved or sold inro slavery, a rebel 
soldier shall be placed at hard 
labor on the public works." 


Promised Glory for All Officials. 
I look upon this order as the least 


representative senu-nce In Lincoln's 
entire life story and doubtless it was 
inspired by the usages of war and came 
as a cabinet measure. 


Another message 
to ins cabinet 


shows how he guided them and con- 
<tantly reminded them of broad patri- 
otism. It reads: 


"It will reqaire the utmost skill, 


influence and sairacsry of all of us 
to sa\e the repubiic. Let us for- 
get ourselves and join hands like 
brothers to save the republic. If 
we succeed there will be glory 
enough for all." 
And Stanton. who, in the early days 


<'f the Civil war. s--iid, ''Lincoln is a 
fool, a low. cunning clown. 
The 


original gorilla Du Chaillu, the nat- 
uralist, wandered all the way to Africa 
In search of \\hen he might have found 
it in SpringSeld, 111.." later said when 
Lincoln was assassinated: "Lincoln is 
the most perfect ruler of men the world 
has e\er seen."

Trim the filet neatly and lay into ft 


deep dish with an onion cut into slices, 
two bay leaves, a sprig of parsley, 
whole pepper and salt and olive oil to 
baste it well. Let the filet lie in this 
marinade for sis hours, turning occa- 
sionally. then roast in a hot oven: let 
it be rather underdone.

Creme de Marrons. 


Take one-half pound of large chest- 


nuts. cut a cross on each and boil 
them in plenty of water until the outer 
skin cr.n be easily removed. 
Then 


pound them in a mortar and pass 
through a fine sieve into a dish; add 
a few drops of milk to soften the mix- 
ture. I>at the yolks of three eggs 
with one-half cupful of cream and the 
snr.ie of milk, ad-1 one-fourth cupful 
of sijirar, a fev* drop5; of -vanilla, and 
strain the mixture ssto a double boiler. 
Stir the mixture over the fire until it 
thickens, then ad<i a little less than 
half an ounce of gelatin, which has 
boen soaked in col a water and dis- 
solved over heat. Four this custard 
gradually over the chestnut puree, mix 
well, the» pour into a hollow moid. 
When ready to serve, unmold and fill 
the center with whipped cream, sweet- 
ened and tinted with pink sugar. 


Breakfast Mackerel. 


Soak a salt fish skin side up, change 


the water until most of the salt is 
removed. Place in n dripping pan skin 
side down and pour over a cupful of 
thin cream. Bake in n moderate oven 
until the fish is tender. Season and 
serve hot with baked potatoes.
